A Surplus of Over f'wo Milliom Dollars an the Year’s 
DM Business—Haliett Kiidourn’s Suit Against 
Jenn G. Toompson for False Imprison« 
ment—The Pevusion Frauds. 


WaAsHINeTON, October 29.—A statement has. 
been prepared for the use of the postoftice 
department which shows that the total re- 
ceipts from the postal service during the fis- 
cal year ended June 30th, 1883, were $45,508,- 
692, made up as follows: Letter postage paid 
in money $146 219; box rents and 
branch offices, $1,882,064; fines and pen- 
alties, $9,752; postage stamps, stamped envel- 
opes, newspapers, wrappers and -postal cards, 
$43,014,045; dead letters, $12,280; 
revenues from money order busi- 
ness, $411,620; miscellaneous $32,714. The 
expenditures were $42,826,700, the principal 
items being rai!way mail transportation $11,- 
155,180; compensation of postmasters, $10,- 
$15,394; star route service, $4,661,526; post of- 
ce clerks, $4 367,079; letter carriers, $3,175, 506 
railway postal clerks, $,3688,052. The sur- 
plus revenue during the year was $2,691,992. 
The third assistant postmaster general ex- 
presses the belief that the surplus 
reyenue would have been greater 
by atleastone million dollars, If the re- 
ceipts had not been affected during the last 
quarter of the year by the approaching reduc- 
tion in postage rates, while the expenditures 
were greatly increased by the act that began 
to operate on March 3rd last, providing for 
the readjustment of postmasters salaries on a 
basis of reduced postage that did not go into 
etfect until eight months thereafter. 

FIXING THE TIME. 

Secretary Teller recently referred to the 
director of the United States geological survey 
the proposition from the secretary of the 
navy looking to the adoption by the interior 
department of forty-five meridian time as the 
local time of Washington. Director Powell 
has returned the leiter with an indorsement 
wherein he says: The change af local 
time for Washington, recommended by 
the naval observatory, is in pursuance 
of a general plan for auniform time as cor- 
rected by the hour meridians throughout the 
civilized world. For many causes scientific 
men have been urging this measure. Associ- 
ations have been organized for the purpose of 
securing it, and committees appointed by 
scientifiz leaders, perhaps in every civilized 
state. The plan will be of 
gvreat value in the collection 
and comparison of scientific observation tha 
depend upon time. From this standpoint 
of scientific research, therefore, it is greatly 
desired. * * * The loca) change in Wash- 
ington will be advantageous to ail 
business men, and all 
who travel by rail. Upon 
this indorsement Secretary Teller informed 
the secretary of the navy that he would be 
glad to adopt the new time, which is under- 
stood to be eight minutes, eight seconds fas- 
ter than the present local time, and the 
change will go into effect on November 18th, 
next. 
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KILBOURN’S SUIT. 


Trying to Get €850,000 for Faise Imprisonment by 
the House of Kepresentatives. 
Wasurneton, October 29.—The suit of Hal- 
let Kilbourn against Johan G, Thompson, 
sergeant-at-arms of the house df representa- 
tives, was called for trial to-day in the circuit 
court before Judge Cox. Kilbourn was sum- 
mond as a witness before the real estate pool 
investigating committee of the house in 1876, 
but declined to testify in relation to the 
business of the firm of Kilbourn & Latta or 
produce the booksofthe firm. He was ar- 
rested by virtue of a resolution of the house 
by the sargeant at arms, and being brought 
before the bar of the house, again refused to 
submit his books and papers. He was there- 
upon committed to the district jail, where he 
remained forty-eight days, after the adjourn- 
ment of congress, when he gained his liberty 
through a writ of habeas corpus. Kilbourn 
entered suit against Thomp‘on, sergeant-at- 
arms, for $150,000, and was in April, 1852, 
awarded $100,000 by the jury. This 
verdict, however, was set aside by Judge Mc- 
Arthur, and the case now comes to 
trial under an amended bill, claiming $550,- 
000 damages. ‘This morning the case was 
taken up. Kilbourn was present with his 
counsel, Senator Voorbees, Enoch Totten 
and General N. L. Jeffries. Mr. John G., 
Thompson, with his counsel, Jere Wilson, 
District Attorney Corkhill and Assistant. Dis- 
trict Attorney Coyle. Some legal questions 
growing out of the pleas of the defendant to 
the amended bill, to which the plaintiff de- 
murred, was argued by the law- 
yers. One plea alleged that 
the amended statement of the damages was 
barred by the statute of limitations. Judge 
Cox held that as the original suit was entered 
within the prescribed time by law, the cause 
of action remaining the same, an amend- 
ment merely tothe statement of the conse- 
quence of such action tothe plaintiff, was not 
equivalent to entering a new suit. The 
court also overrules the pleainvolving the 
jurisdiction of the house of representatives to 
order the arrest. The court then adjourned 
until te-morrow at the request of counsel, 
Senator Voorhees having just arrived, and 
not having had time to consult with his asso- 
ciates. When the court meets in the morn- 
ing the first business before it will be the or- 
ganizing of the jury. 


IN THE FRDERaL CAPITAL, 


The Diseovery of Pension Fraudsa—The Developments 
from teru. 


Wasuineton, October 29.—A large number 
of complaints of wrong doing on the part of 
pension agents came to [District Attorney 
Corkhill yesterday in the mail. Every sec- 
tion of thecountry was represented. In many 
of the more important cases numbers of the 
claims as filed in the pension office were not 
given, and it is therefore impossible to com- 
plete the cases from the file. Colonel Cork- 
hill says that in sending him information it 
is very important to give the pension office 
numbers of the claims. A. B. Webb, of this 
city, has been suspended from practice asa 
pension attorney for making false representa- 
tions as to the righis of pension claimants.

DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


Twelve Hundred deen of Ornnmtie Shake Up the 
Mra. 


PittspuRG, October 29.—Yesterday morning 
at Brooks’s tunnel, on the Baltimore and 
Onio railroad, eighty-five miles from this 
city, 1,200 pounds of dynamite exploded, kill- 
ing fivemen. Thecrew ofthe freight train 
side-tracked a short distance from the scene. 
The men were walking along the track near 
where the dynamite was. The railroad com- 

any bas been strengthening and widening 
the tunnel, and some distance outside a 
magazine bad been erected, in which was 
stored 1,200 pounds of dynamite to be used for 
blasting. Tne freight trains had just passed 
through the tunnel and were side-tracked to 
allow the passenger train to pass. Fourof 
the crew of the freight train waiked back to 
the vicinity of the megazine and 
were engaged in conversation with 


the watchman, when 
living near were startled by a terrific. ex 

plosion. Houses for fifteen miles around 
were shaken totheir foundations, and windows 
for seyen miles were shattered. The horror- 
stricken people ran from their houses, and it 
was found that the dynamite had exploded. 
Everything near by gave evidence of a terri- 
ble force of explosion. Trees were up- 
rooted, huge rocks were torn asunder, and 

telegraph poles for half a mile were prostrated. 
Nothing remained of the magazine, and the 
men who stood near it just before the explo- 
sion were missing. Portions of the bodies, 
including legs, arms, hands and heads, have 
been picked up halfa mile distant, but so dis 

figured as to be unrecognizable. The names 
of only three of the victims are known: 
George Reynolds, engineer; Trice, a brake- 
man, and Hammond, a switchman. 

The cause of the explosion is e€ iveloped in 
mystery, and as the five men who might have 
thrown some jight on the accident are dead, 
it is probable that the cause will never be 
known. Not farfrom the scene a gun was 
found, and it is supposed that one of the vic- 
tims discharged it, the concussion causing 
the dynami‘e toexplode.’ An inquest was 
beld by thecoroner and a verdict ot acciden- 
tal death was rendered. Great excitement 
prevails and hundreds of people have gone 
to the scene of the disaster.

The Surprise Created by tue Death of James Gard- 
ner, 

Newsura, N. Y., October 29.—The fact has 
ejust been establisbed beyond adoubt that two 
carpenters, John D. and Morgan H. Gardner, 
employed at the coal dock of the Pennsylva- 
nia coal company in the first ward, of this 
city, are two of four persons who dre the law- 
ful heirs of a man in England, who has prop. 
erty valued at $1.000,000, and who at last ac- 
counts was near death. 

Some thirty years ago a man went ta 
Cochecton, in Sullivan county, who gave his 
name as James Gardner. Soon-afterward he 
married Matilda Mitchell, bought a farm,and 
settled upon it. Here he had five children, 
four of whom are alive. In 1867 the family 
went to England, where the wife found that 
her husband’s real name was Isaac Poole,and 
that he had been compelled to leave England 
on account of some crime he had committed. 
After this discovery Poole deserted his wife, 
and she returned home with her children. 
Last August she was runoverand killed on 
the Western Shore railroad, near New Wind-

Thomas M. Moore, a lawyer of Passaic, N. 
J., recently received a letter from England 
inquiring about the children of James Gard- 
ner orlsaac Poole. The letter stated that 
Pooll, who was dangerously sick, wished to 
hear of hischildren, so that his property, 
which amounted to over $1,000,000, might be 
dividedamong them. It is said that there is 
full evidence that Gardner and Poole are 
identical, and that the children of Mrs. Gard- 
ner arethe lawful heirs of Isaac Poole. 


NEGRO RIOT IN TEXAS. 


The State Millia Calied Out by Governor Ireland to 
Suppr.ss the Disturbance. 

St. Lovurs, October 29.—The Post Dispatch, 
in a late edition to-day, prints a special from 
Austin, Texas, stating that intense excite- 
ment prevailed there last night and to-day, 
because of a telegram received by Governor 
Ireland reporting that 500 negroes were un- 
der arms in the town of Gause, Milam coun- 
ty, andan outbreak was momentarily ex- 
pected, and asking for immediate help. The 
late decision by the supreme court regarding 
the civil rights bill bas created very bad feel 
ing among the negroes in various parts of the 
state, and outbreaks have been looked for, 
Governor Ireland immediately issued a proc- 
lamation calling the militia to 
arms. Two companies were mustered 
atonce, and before midnight last night over 
1,000 men at Austin, Houston, Galveston and 
other places responded to the call and were 
ready to march ata moment’s notice. These 
troops were still awaiting orders at two 
o clock this afternoon. The precise nature of 
the trouble cannot be ascertained, but there 
seemstobe no doubt that disturbance of 
some kind isin progress. Governor Ireland 
has ordered a special military train to be got 
ready for immediate use. At 2:50 p. m., 
when the dispatch closes, the writer says the 
governor has received telegrams from the 
sheriff of the county and from railroad of- 
ficials saying that matters had quieted, but 
no particulars of the affair were given.

CHARLEsTON, October 29 —Fifteen hundred 
bales of cotton bere burned this morning at 
the South Carolina railroad yardhere. All 
cotton wasfor New York. The fire is now 
under control. 

The South Carolina railroad company, who 
are the insurers of the cotton which burned 
‘in their yards to-day, state that the. amount 
i destrovedis 2,000 bales,involvinga loss of about 
$100.000, which is fully covered by insurance. 
The insurance is distributed in all the agen- 
cies, save one in this city, in amounts varying 


from $500 to $5,000.

Paris, October 20.—Amans Cochecos was 
convicted of the murder, in June last, of Rev. 
Mr. Whitbourne, an English clergyman, and 
sentenced to transportation for life. The trial! 
lasted but five hours, as the evidence was con- 
clusive. The case attracted wide attention 
and the courtroom was densely crowded. The 
murder wasa remarkable Mr. Whit- 
bourne bought a ticket to Boulogne, and was 
in a compartment of the carriage 
the only occupant.

His portinonnaie 
was missing and his > ockets had been rifled, 

Detectives set co work at the case, and su¢e- 

ceeded in arresting Cochecos a few days after 

the murder. The evidence showéd taat 

Cochecos had entered the compartment after 

the train left Paris for the purpose of rob- 

bery. Mr. Whitbourne resis ed and was kill- 

ed in the struggle thatensued. After secur- 

ing his victim’s valuables Cochecos jumped 

from the train while at full speed. When he 

was arrested his clotbes were blood-stained 

and he was suffering from injuries he receiv- 

ed in jumping from the train. 

Paris, October 29.—The discussion of M.

THE NEW GUINEA EXPLORATION. 

Lonpon, October 29.—Despite the disap- 
proval of Lord Derby, coloniai minister, of 
the explorations in New Guinea. the projec- 
tors of the enterprise have determinea to 
proceed. A steamer has been chartered to 
ledve England before Christmas. She will 
take six months’ provisions, tents and arms, 
Each subscriber of 1,000 pounds to the expe- 
dition isto obtain aland warrant entitling 
him to 1,000 acres. 

FIGHTING THE CHINESE. 

Paris, October 29 —Mail advices from Sai- 
gon show that the French forces in their en- 
countersin the vicinity of Hanoi, in the early 
part of September, met Chinese regulars, who 
were well armed and officered. Atvter a con- 
flict of three days, during which the French 
took some of the enemy’s works, they with- 
drew, leaving Hai Phong still in the hands of 
the enemy. Someof the troops of the king 
of Annam were with the enemy. 

A PROTEST AGAINST WAR. 

Paris, October 29.—At the international 
labor conference to-day, an address was 
adopted expressing the sympathy of the con- 
ference with the interests of the workingmen 
ofall ccuntries and recording its protest 
against wars.

Lonpon, October 29.—The Temps says it. is 
rumored that King Lonis, of Portugal, being 
weary of the liberal agitation in his kingdom, 
thinks of abdicating his throne.

REFORMS IN SPAIN, 

Maprip, October 29.—-Senor Comacho, who 
was minister of finance in Senor Sa; asta’s 

cabinet which recently resigned, has been ap- 
pointed governor of the bank of Spain. Hus 
appointment has produced a favorabie im- 
pression in political and financial circles. The 
ministers of marine, of commerce and of in- 
struction have issued circulars to their re- 
spective departments expressing their resolve 
todo utmostin their power to effect reforms 
in various branches of the service. 

The appzintment of Senor Camacho, lately 
minister of finance, tothe governorship of 
bank of Spain signifies a union of the two 
political groups in the new ministry, and is 
intended to prepare the way for the formation 
of a great liberal party. 

The cercle’s battalion, which guards the 
ministerial buiidings and which on Saturday 
was disarmed and disbanded, was a volun- 
teer organization of government ewployes, 
which General Lopez. Domingueze, minister 
of war, decided to dissolve. There is no po- 
litical importence attached to this action of 
the war minister. 

ANOTHER EARTHQUAKE, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Octover 29.—A despatch 
from Smyrna, dated Sunday, says another 

shock of earthquake was experienced there 
today, damaging the wall surrounding the 
town a» well astne aqueduct and mosque. 
At Vourla 169 persons were seriously and 
sixty-one slightly injured and seveaty-nine 
are in hospitals. 

Arna, October 29.—-The governent of Greece 
has issued a protest at the action of the 
Turkish governmentin refusing to allowa 
Grecian man ef warto land supplies at Ches- 
mer forthe sufferers by the earthquake ai 
that place. 

AFFAIRS IN IRELAND. 

A dispatch to the Observer from Belfast 
gays there is every reason to fear that a con 
flict will take place at Belleck, county Far- 
maugh, if the nationalists carry out their in- 
tention to hold ameeting at that place. It 
will be extremely difficult for the police and 
military to keep the Orangemen off as they 
did during the recent meeting at Roslea. 
Two thousand Orangemen’ have been armed 
with revolvers. The nationalists have made 
no preparation for protecting themselves. 

There were no public meetings of members 
of the national league in Ireland yesterday, 
those appointed forthe day having been 
abandoned in consequence of the proclama- 
tion of the government forbidding them. 
Some disorders occurred at Castle Lyon, 
county Cork, where the police in dispersing 
a procession charged upon it with fixed bay- 
onets, scattering it in all directions and cap- 
turing its banners and musical instruments. 
It is stated, however, that after military and 
police had withdrawn a meeting was held and 
thus the. object of leaguers was effected. 

The Freeman’s Journal deciares that the 
government circiilar just issued, contains a 
suggestion to the Irishemigration committee, 
proposing the wholesale shipment of the [rish 

veople to Canada, Every facility is to be of- 
fered to the boards of guardeans and tothe 
clerks of the unions to promote immigration. 
No workhouse paupers are to be sent. Large 
contracts have been made with the ship com- 
panies for the conveyance of emigrants. The 
Canadian government isa party to the scheme 
against which the Freeman’s Journal warns 
all Irishmen. 
A SECOND CANAL WANTED. 

Lonpon, October 29 —Tne secretary of the 
steamship owners’ association has written a 
letter to Earl Granville, British foreign sec- 
retary, urging that fresh action be taken with 
the concurrence of the association, looking to 
the cutting of a second canai across the Isth- 
mus of Suez.

RELATIONS BETWEEN FRANCE AND CHINA. | 
; Lonpon, Uciober 29 —The Chinese legation 
aas furnished the newspapers with copies of 
the entire correspondence that passed be- 
tween the Marquis Tzeng, Chinese ambassa- 
dor, and M. Challomel Lacour, Frenea min- 
ister Of foreign affairs, upon the Tonquin 
question. The correspondence embraces 27 
~@mnmunications. It adds little to that already 
published, except that it offers arguments in 
tavor of China’s position. : 

It denies that Marquis Tseng ever assured 
M. Challomel Lacour that China would not 
oppose I'rance’s enterprise in Tonquin, and 
: Tricon, the then 
French ambassador to China, informed Li 
Hung Chang that either the open or 
occult assistance of Annam by 
Ghina would involve a casus bedli. The 
Paris correspondent of the Standard says it 
ig Clear that megotiations between France and 
China on the Tonquin question bave been 
broken off for the present. The relations 
now existing between the two countries can 
only be described asadead lock. A Paris 
letter from Saigorto France states that un- 
heard of cruelties were committed near here 
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ors. Admiral Courbet directed, in an official 
order, that there should be no quarters given 
to men, women orchildren. Tnoree hundred 
Annamites who had taken refuge in the 
mouth of the bay of Thuan were killed, all 
of them being shot. One hundred and fifty 
more who were drifitingin a junk without 
arms or Oars, were also massacred. The Fi- 
garo declares that admiral Courbet, at the in- 
Stauce Of commissioner Harmond, allowed 
the perpetration of such acts in order to ter- 
rorize the Annamites. The Temps denies 
that admiral Courbet gave such orders, but 
admits that 1,200 of the enemy were slain at 
Yhuan. The Gaulos says that in view of the 
contingency of war between France and Chi- 
na, several French iron clads have been or- 
dered to be put in readiness to reinforce the 
French squadron in Chinese waters. 
AN INFERNAL MACHINE. 

Lonpon, October 299—A Paris dispatch 
states that a number of anarcists exploded an 
infernal machine at the entrance toa large 
cafe in Lyors to-day. Fortunately no person 
was injured. 

GERMANY INCENSED 

BERLIN, October 29 —It Stated in semi- 
Official circles here that the government 
greatly incensed at the action of the Russian 
authorities, in massing such large numbers of 
Cossacks on tlre frontier, and that the cabinet 
Is seriously considering the advisability of 
it Once preparing and f-rwarding to the Rus- 
sian government demanding an explanation 
of this sudden movement of troops. The 
Schlesche Zeitung says that Germany will not 
‘e satisfied with mere assuraces of pacific in- 
tentions on the part of the czar and M. De 
Giers, prime minister of Russia, There is no 
evidence of pacific intentions beyond the bare 
declaration that Russia is peaceably disposed, 
and massing Cossack troops on the German 
frontier and unrestrained Pan Slavic agita- 
tyens in Poland arestrangely at variance with 
each profeesicn. 

MAD OLDENBURGHERS, 
_ Beri, October 29.—The disorders at 
Oidenburg, arising from the unpopularity of 
the commanding officer, General Steinmann, 
who is said to have insulted the soldiers and 
people of Oldenburg, have excited much at- 
tention here. The newspapers generally de- 
plore the misunderstanding, especially as 
there has never before existed in Oldenburg 
any anti-Prussian feeling.

A STOLEN WATCH 

Officer Baughn made a good record to-day 
by arresting Alec Read, a 21 year old villain 
who had stolen a watch from Harrison Brown, 
at No. 18 Central railroad sometime since.

FRENCH TROUBLES, 

The Ferry cabinet is in hot water. The 
French chambers threaten to condemn the 
budget, which holds forth nothing better 
than a deficit of about $12,000,000. The Ton- 
quin war promises to largely increase this 
sum, and between taxation and the sending 
of conscripts to a distant and unhealthy field, 
the people are sorely distresséd. The chances 
are that the chamber wil! declare against the 
Tonquin war unless some understanding 
with China is speedily reached.

This apportionment fs undoubtedly the gross- 
est violation of the principle of representa- 
tion that this country has ever known; which 
is saying a good deal. For 
[example, Allegbeny county is entitled to 
seventeen representatives, whereas the present 
apportionment allows it but fourteen. Craw- 
ford county has four representatives, while 
Westmoreland, with 9,486 more population, 
has but three. There are many similar ca-es 
in the state. If we turn to the senatorial dis- 
tricts we find that the Cameron gerrymanders 
have got in their atrocious work on a whole- 
sale plan. For example, the three republican 
senatorial districts known in Pennsylvania as 
the ninth, tenth and seventeenth, have a 
population of 163,252, while the democratic 
districts Schuylkill and Luzern 
have a population of 385,656, 

And this rascally work is to be perpetuated 
by orderof Don Cameron! It isto be pro- 
longed in the teeth of a constitutional man- 
date and the oath of republican state sena- 
tors. It should be borne in mind that in 1881 
both branches of the legislature and the gov- 
ernor were republican, and that they refused 
to apportion the state. At present the gover- 
nor is a democrat and the lower house is dem- 
ocratic, while the upper house is _ bare- 
ly controlled by the republicans on 
account of members that hold 
over. This bare majority in the senate is en 
gaged in carrying out the orders of Don Cam-. 
eron which were really issued as soon as the 
last census was made known. What is the 
result? The legislature is still session, 
and will probably remain in session until it 
expires next winter. The extra session has al- 
ready cost the state $450,000. If justice could 
be done in the matter this sum would be 
assessed upon the republican politicians who 
are conspiring against the will of the people, 
the plain terms of their own consti- 
tution and all justice in the 
distribution of _ political power.

A steady flow of gold towards this country 
would give trade a wonderful impetus, and 
perhaps set the financiers of Germany, France 
and England to considering anew the single 
standard problem and :ike questions.

NEGRO RIGHTS. 

The republican organs in various parts of 
the country are very much exercised over the 
protests which the negroes are making in re- 
gard to the recent decision of the supreme 
court which declares the civil rights act to be 
unconstitutional. These protests of the negroes 
may mean something, or they may mean 
nothing, but it is worth noting that since the 
first outburst of indignation, which meant 
nothing at all, the more intelligent negroes 
have had an opportunity to examine the 
question in all its bearings, and their pro- 
tests are not so much against the decision as 
they are against the palpable fraud consum- 
mated by the republican party when they 
adopted the bill. 

The truth is, the civil rights was con- 
ceived in fraud. It was the result of a de- 
liberate scheme to deceive the negroes, and it 
succeeded. There was not a republican of 
any intelligence in the country who did not 
know that congress had neither a moral nora 
legal right to guarantee social privileges to a 
class orarace. But the law was enacted with 
the view of deluding the negro with the idea 
that he was under the special protection of 
the republican party, and it was only one of 
a series of maneuvers intended to secure the 
votes of the negroes at the polls. 

It is a little surprising that negroes like 
Douglass and Bruce, who make great preten- 
tions to intelligence, should have been de- 
ceived by a law which proposes togive negroes 
privileges that are enjoyed by no other 
class or race, A native American, or 
a foreigner, could be refused admission into 
hotels and theaters on one pretext oc another, 
and he would have no remedy, but the repub- 
licans sought to impress the negroes with the 
idea that they had special privileges and 
rights, Asa matter of fact, a Judge Hilton, 
of New York, did exclude Hebrews from the 
hotels of which he was proprietor, and the 
Hebrews had no remedy, but it was supposed 
that if the same proprietor had excluded ne- 
groes he would have been made an example 
of by the courts of the United States. 

We are glad to observe that 
indignation of the negroes is_ taking 
the proper shape. At a mass meeting 
‘in Chicago the other day they roundly de 
nounced the republican party for this and 
other deceptions, and the tone of some of the 
comment in the negro papers shows that at 
least a few of the race are coming to look up- 
on the republican party from the right point 
of view. That party cares a great deal less 
for the rights of the negroes than it does for 
their votes; and itsattitude toward them from 
the outset has been deceitful. It bas not only 
raised false hopes among them, but it has 
robbed them of their hard earnings; and it 
has stood in the way of the 
real progress of the negro race by holding out 
idea that it was under the special 
protection of the government.

Herman Dart, of Brunswick, Dies Suddenly at 
Kirkwood of Diphtheria, 

sudden death occurred at Kirk- 
wood Sffrday night at 9 o'clock. 

kor some days s the neighborhood of Decatur 
and Kirkwood has been in an excited condi- 
tion Over an unusual amount of what the 
physicians pronounced ‘“‘scarlatina.’’ Satur- 
day Mr. Herman Dart, of Brunswick, a stu- 
dent attending Professor Neal’s high school 
for boys at Kirkwood, was taken sick. Dr. 
Johnson was called to see him, but he seemed 
to be in no serious condition. After the doc- 
tor had taken his departure’ the 
young man grew worse, and it 
being impossible to secure Dr. Jolinson, Dr. 
tidley was called in. When Dr. Ridley 
reached the young man’s bedside, he at once 
pronounced the disease diphtheria. Young 
Mr. Dart was, however, past all human aid, 
and died Sunday night at 9 o'clock. 

Dr. Ridley gave a certificate that the cause 
of the death was diphtheria, but Dr, Johnson 
and Dr, Logan pronounced it a case of violent 
putrid sore throat, 

Herman Dart was eighteen years of age and 
wasason of Mr. J. E Dart, of Brunswick. 
Ine newsof his sudden death was telegraph- 
ed his father, and the relatives of the young 
man were overcome with grief. At 
four o’clock Mr. Charlies Swift, the under 
taker, went to kh nt and placed the re- 
niains in a casket Was covered 
with a profusi op of beautiful flowers, placed 
there by loving hands. It was brought to 
the city ‘at five and remained in the 
undertaking establisnment of Mr. Swift all 
night. Mr. Dart telegraphed for the remains 
to be sent by the first express, which leaves 
to-day attwo o’clock, Mr. Swift, however, 
called upon the conductor of the train which 
leaves at foura.m., and arranged with him 
to take the remains under hiscare. The case, 
therefore left at four this morning and will 
reach Brunswick this evening. 

The death of young Mr. Dart has cast a 
shadow over the entire community in which 
he died. He wasa bright boy and had many 
friends. 

The suddenness of his death and the terri- 
ble character of the disease which euded his 
life have created great alarm in the neighbor 
hood of Kirkwood. Itis feared that other 
cases will follow. 

To guard against any possibility of trouble, 
Professor Neai has dismissed his school for 
the present and the boys have gone to their 
homes. Mr. Neal is slightly sick, but not of 
diphtheria. 

It is to be hoped that the uneasiness that 
now exists will not be followed by any more
